DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record including Ferguson et al '827, Galle '904, and Fernadez et al '970, all teach 
running and/or setting tools for tieback operations for sea-based wellhead systems, 
Kent ,019, Pallini, Jr. et al '761 , teach tubing or casing hanger for subsea wellhead 
systems, the prior art of record, however, at least fail to teach the use of a running tool 
capable of landing and testing tubing head portion of the surface wellhead on the stem 
of a floating platform in a single trip, which comprising at least a central piston 
assembly to be disposed in the bore of a tubing head, and having a landing sub 
connected to a lower end of central piston assembly and being selectively securable to 
a riser section member of a riser string extending to a subsea wellhead. The central 
piston assembly also having a matching profile, which allows the central piston 
assembly reversibly connected to the tubing head.
